Fowler, and the Rev. Dr. Willard Mal!a- 
lieu. These gentlemen, raised to the 
dignity of bishops, iu one of the roost 
powerful religious denominations o£ tho 
English speaking

known for their ripe scholarship and elo- 
quence. 


William X. Ninde, D. D., was born in 


Cortlandville/New York, in 1832, and 
graduated from tho Wesleyan university 
in 185S. Ho was iu the Rook River con- 
ference for a few years, and in 1879 was 
made president of the Garrott Bibliical 
institute. 


3haflea Henry Fowler, D. D., was born 


in Busford, Canada, in 1837. In 1859 ho 
was graduated from the Genesee (New 
1'ork) college. He was a born orator, 
and he had hardly passed his majority 
before he was placed m prominent pul- 
pits in Ohioago,aod became widoly known 
by his rich, flowing oratory, His oration 
on Lincoln, delivered, we believe, in 1867 
and read again at tha Centeuninl nt Phil- 
adelphia iu 1876, will go dowu in history 
as one of tho rarest pieces of American 
eloquence. For some time he was presi- 
dent of the Northwestern university, nnd 
while there lie became an author, nud his 
answer to Dr. Colenso, quite u preten- 
tious volume, had a wide snle.

Ohio, in 1831, and WHS graduated from 
the Farmers' college iu 1S52.

Legislature und was elected State Sup- 
erintendent of public Instruction. He 
joined the' Mothodist Episcopal church 
m 1850, was licensed as a local preacher 
in 1S54:, and admitted iu 1858 into tbe 
Cincinnati conference. He has been 
connected with the Book Concern for 
s'aurflber of years, 


Willard Mallalleu D. D., was born iu 


aiaseaohnsottt in 1829. He has always 
been a pastor aud for the last twenty-six 
years a member of the New Englanc 
conference. At the time of his election 
he was a presiding elder of the Boston 
district. Ho is a thoroughly upright 
devout and courageous man, accom- 
plished scholar and a graduate of Wes- 
leyan university, Middleton, Conneoti 
cut.

At 9:40 o'clock this morning the alarm 


of fire was struck on tho weat side en- 
gine house bell, and was quickly respond- 
ed to by tho entire firo department. Tho 
flro proved to bo in tho dwelling house 
of Mr. Burr Hanson, on North Biver 
streot, next west of tho Bivor street 
railroad bridge. Tho house was all en- 
veloped in (lames when tho" alarm reach-' 
ed thu lire department, and the house on 
Fraukhn street in the roar, was also 
wrapped in flames in-the roof and rear of 
tho kitchen. Four powerful streama of 
water were put upon the burning build- 
lugs in quick time aad the ilames were 
loon 
extinguished, 
but 
both 


buildings 
were 
almost 
a 
com- 


pleto wreck from fire and water. Both 
the houses wore owned by -Mr. Hanson, 
ho occupying the <*no on Biver street, 
which was a tivo story and basement, and 
tho Franklin street house, whioh 'was a 
story-ard-balf building, was occupied 
by Mr. John Ose, a member o! Rescue 
hook and ladder company. Nearly all 
tho furniture in both houses Jwas saved, 
but some ot it in a damaged condition. 
We understand that there was no insur- 
ance ou tho buildings or furniture. The 
loss on tho buildings will not be less 
than seventeen hundred dollars, prohibly 
will reach two thousand dollars. There 
was no insurance on tho furniture, which 
was damaged, probably, two or thrco 
hundred dollars. 


There was sorao good work performed 


by the fire department, especially by tha 
hook and ladder and sack companies in 
removing the furniture from the build- 
ing, and one little incident is worthy of 
mention. Miss Sophia Ellison, who has 
been employed in one of the tobacco 
warehouses, stripping tobacco roomed in 
tbe top or third door of Mr. Hanson's 
residence on Biver street. All her ward- 
robe, including a largo trunk, containing 
four hundred dollars in money, hor sav- 
ings from hard labor, were in this room, 
and when tho fire department arrived 
this room was wrapped in flames. The 
furniture had been removed from other 
portions of tho building, but the extreme 
heat prevented the firomon from entering 
the room. 
Miss Ellison, stood in tho 


street, almost crazy, watching the angry 
flames enter her room. She soon in1 


formed the firemen of tho location of her 
trunk and its contents, and the hook and 
ladder boys undertook to reecuo it. 
A ladder was placed at the window, and 
several ^attempts were made to enter 
the room, but the heat was too great and 
they were driven back. Two powerful 
streams ot water wore turned on at this 
point, i;nd with this aid, Mr. Truman 
Moshor, of the hook and ladder compa- 
ny, entered tho room, bnt before he could 
reach thn truck he was driven out by 
tho flames. Determined to have the 
treasure, ho again entered tho room, and 
with the aid of tho streams ot water to 
drive tne flames back, ho seized tha trunk 
and dragged it out ot tho fire. It was 
taken to a neighboring house, opened, 
and tho money found as represented by 
Miss Ellison, who now became wild with 
joy at her good fortune, and the heroic 
oxortions o£ Mr. Moaher and the other 
tiremon. 


A small boy was noticed on Franklin 


street carrjicga little paper box, when a 
saokman asked him where he obtained it 
The boy explained that be found it in the 
burning building and handtd it over to 
the custody of the snckman, when he 
opened tho box ho was astonished to fine 
that it contained a number ot choice little 
trinkets and the s im of fifty dollars in 
small 
gold coins. 
It seems that thu 


house would have been a regular "picnic1 


for a burgl ars, had they been informed 
that money in such amounts was lying 
around tlie premises. 


There seems to have been a great deal 


of 
unnecessary delay in giving this 


alarm to the fire department Men on 
tho "oru exchange square saw the flame 
and smoke appearing above tho railroad 
embankment, but thinking it to be a 
bon-flre, or the burning of some rub- 
bish, did not pay any more attention to 
it.
